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Despite warning, town deemed condo building 
in ‘good shape’ 


(AP) - Despite an engineer’s warning of ma- 
jor structural problems, a town building of- 
ficial told board members their Florida high- 
rise condominium was in “very good shape” 
almost three years before it collapsed, accord- 
ing to minutes of that meeting released Mon- 
day. 


The Surfside official, Rosendo “Ross” Prieto was 
quoted as making those comments at a meeting of 
the Champlain Towers South board on Nov. 15, 
2018. That was just over a month after engineering 
firm Morabito Consultants issued a report describ- 
ing key flaws in the structure. 


The discussion with Prieto came as Champlain 
Towers was beginning to explore what work was 
needed under city and county ordinances for the 
building to meet a 40-year recertification that was 
to arrive in 2021. 


The board meeting minutes say that Prieto told 
them in 2018 the Morabito engineering report had 
collected the necessary information and “it appears 
the building is in very good shape.” 


A day later, Prieto told the then-town manager of 
Surfside he thought the meeting was a success and 
credited Champlain Towers with getting a good 
early start on the recertification process. 


“The response was very positive from everyone in 
the room,” Prieto wrote in the email, also released

by town officials. “All the main concerns over 


their forty-year recertification process were ad- 
dressed.” 


Yet there is no evidence any of the critical concrete 
structure work ever started, the documents show. 
Owners of the 136 units had been told earlier this 
year they would have to pay their share of a $15 
million assessment — $9.1 million of which was 
major work — by July 1. That assessment ranged 
from about $80,000 for a one-bedroom unit to 
more than $330,000 for a penthouse. 


Prieto no longer works at Surfside and efforts to 
locate him Monday for comment were not im- 
mediately successful. Prieto previously told the 
Miami Herald he didn't remember getting the 
Morabito report and declined to comment on the 
November 2018 board meeting. 


The minutes were forwarded to Surfside officials 
on Sunday by an attorney for the board, accord- 
ing to the town. 


The Morabito report focused attention on the 
pool deck, which was found to have waterproof- 
ing underneath that had failed and had been laid 
flat instead of sloping to drain off water. This 
threatened not only the concrete slab under the 
pool but also other structural areas. 


“Failure to replace the waterproofing in the near 
future will cause the extent of the concrete de- 
terioration to expand exponentially,” said the 
report, which also cited “abundant cracking” in 
concrete columns and beams. 





While numerous theories have emerged, no de- 
finitive cause has been identified in Thursday’s 
collapse of the 12-story Champlain ‘Towers 
South building that left at least 10 people con- 
firmed dead and 151 missing. 


One problem that surfaced back in 2019 involved 
work at another building adjacent to Champlain 
Towers South. 


“We are concerned that the construction next to 
(Champlain) is too close,” board member Mara 
Chouela wrote in an email to Prieto in January 
2019. The construction work, she added, is “dig- 
ging too close to our property and we have con- 
cerns regarding the structure of our building.” 


Prieto responded that Surfside didn’t have an 
official role in that issue. “There is nothing for 
me to check. The best course of action is to have 
someone monitor the fence, pool and adjacent 
areas for damage or hire a consultant to monitor 
these areas,” he wrote.

(AP) — Marianela Rojas 
huddles in prayer with her 
fellow migrants, a tear- 
ful respite after trudg- 
ing across a slow-flowing 
stretch of the Rio Grande 
and nearly collapsing onto 
someone” backyard lawn, 
where, seconds before, she 
stepped on American soil 
for the first time. 


“I won't say it again,” inter- 
rupts a U.S. Border Patrol 
agent, giving orders in Span- 
ish for Rojas and a dozen oth- 
ers to get into an idling de- 
tention van. “Only passports 
and money in your hands. 
Everything else — earrings, 
chains, rings, watches — in 
your backpacks. Hats and 
shoelaces too.” 


It’s a frequent scene across 
the U.S.-Mexico border at 
a time of swelling migra- 
tion. But these aren’t farmers 
and low-wage workers from 
Mexico or Central America, 
who make up the bulk of 
those crossing. They’re bank- 
ers, doctors and engineers 
from Venezuela, and they’re 
arriving in record numbers as 
they flee turmoil in the coun- 
try with the world’s largest 
oil reserves and pandemic- 
induced pain across South 
America. 


Two days after Rojas crossed, 
she left detention and rushed 
to catch a bus out of the 
Texas town of Del Rio. Be- 
tween phone calls to loved 
ones who didn’t know where 
she was, the 54-year-old re- 
counted fleeing hardship in 
Venezuela a few years ago, 
leaving a paid-off home and 
once-solid career as an el- 
ementary school teacher for a 
fresh start in Ecuador. 


But when the little work she 
found cleaning houses dried 
up, she decided to uproot 
again — this time without 


her children. 





“It’s over, it’s all over,” she 
said into the phone recently, 
crying as her toddler grand- 
son appeared shirtless on 
screen. “Everything was per- 
fect. I didn’t stop moving for 
one second.” 


Last month, 7,484 Venezu- 
elans were encountered by 
Border Patrol agents along 
the U.S.-Mexico border — 
more than all 14 years for 
which records exist. 


The surprise increase has 
drawn comparisons to the 
midcentury influx of Cu- 
bans fleeing Fidel Castro’s 
communist rule. It’s also a 
harbinger of a new type of 
migration that has caught 
the Biden administration off 
guard: pandemic refugees. 


Many of the nearly 17,306 
Venezuelans who have 
crossed the southern border 
illegally since January had 
been living for years in other 
South American countries, 
part of an exodus of nearly 
6 million Venezuelans since 
President Nicolás Maduro 
took power in 2013. 


While some are government 
opponents fearing harass- 
ment and jailing, the vast 
majority are escaping long- 
running economic devasta- 
tion marked by blackouts and 
shortages of food and medi- 
cine. 


With the pandemic still rag- 
ing in many parts of South 
America, they have had to 
relocate again. Increasingly, 
they’re being joined at the 
U.S. border by people from 
the countries they initially 
fled to — even larger num- 
bers of Ecuadorians and Bra- 
zilians have arrived this year 
— as well as far-flung nations 
hit hard by the virus, like In- 
dia and Uzbekistan. 





U.S. government data shows 
that 42% of all families en- 
countered along the border 
in May hailed from places 
other than Mexico, El Salva- 
dor, Guatemala and Hondu- 
ras — the traditional drivers 
of migratory trends. That 
compares with just 8% dur- 
ing the last sharp increase 
in migration in 2019. The 
Border Patrol recorded more 
than 180,000 encounters in 
May, a two-decade high that 
includes migrants’ repeated 
attempts to cross. 





Compared with other mi- 
erants, Venezuelans garner 
certain privileges — a reflec- 
tion of their firmer financial 
standing, higher education 
levels and U.S. policies that 
have failed to remove Madu- 
ro but nonetheless made de- 
portation all but impossible. 


The vast majority enter the 
U.S. near Del Rio, a town of 
35,000 people, and they don’t 
try to evade detention but 
rather turn themselves in to 
Border Patrol agents to seek 
asylum. 


Like many of the dozens of 
Venezuelans The Associated 
Press spoke to this month in 
Del Rio, 27-year-old Lis Bri- 
ceno had already migrated 
once before. After graduating 
with a degree in petroleum 
engineering, she couldn’t get 
hired in the oil fields near 
her hometown of Maracaibo 
without declaring her loy- 
alty to Venezuela’s socialist 
leadership. So she moved to 
Chile a few years ago, find- 
ing work with a technology 
company. 


But as anti-government un- 
rest and the pandemic tanked 
Chiles economy, sales 
plunged and her company 
shuttered. 


Briceno sold what she could 
— a refrigerator, a telephone, 
her bed — to raise the $4,000 
needed for her journey to the 
U.S. She filled a backpack 
and set out with a heart lock 
amulet she got from a friend 
to ward off evil spirits. 


“I always thought Pd come 
here on vacation, to visit the 
places you see in the mov- 
ies,” Briceno said. “But doing 
this? Never.” 


While Central Americans 
and others can spend months 
trekking through the jun- 
gle, stowing away on freight 
trains and sleeping in make- 


shift camps run by cartels on 
their way north, most Ven- 
ezuelans reach the U.S. in as 
little as four days. 


“This is a journey they’re 
definitely prepared for from 
a financial standpoint,” said 
Tiffany Burrow, who runs the 
Val Verde Border Humanitar- 
ian Coalition’s shelter in Del 
Rio, where migrants can eat, 
clean up and buy bus tickets 
to Miami, Houston and oth- 
er cities with large Venezu- 
elan communities. 


They first fly to Mexico City 
or Cancun, where foreign 
visitors are down sharply but 
nearly 45,000 Venezuelans ar- 
rived in the first four months 
of 2021. Smugglers promot- 
ing themselves as “travel 
agencies” have cropped up on 
Facebook, claiming to offer 
hassle-free transport to the 
U.S. in exchange for about 
$3,000. 


“We're doing things the way 
they do things here — under 
the table,” a smuggler said 
in a voice message a migrant 
shared with the AP “You'll 
never be alone. Someone will 
always be with you.” 


The steep price includes a 
guided sendoff from Ciu- 
dad Acuna, where the bulk 
of Venezuelans cross the Rio 
Grande. The hardscrabble 
town a few hundred wet steps 
from Del Rio is attractive to 
both smugglers and migrants 
with deeper pockets because 
1t had been largely spared the 
violence seen elsewhere on 


the border. 








“If you're a smuggler in the 
business of moving a com- 
modity — because that's 
how they view money, guns, 
people, drugs and everything 
they move, as a product — 
then you want to move it 
through the safest area pos- 
sible charging the highest 
price,” said Austin L. Skero 
II, chief of the U.S. Border 
Patrol’s Del Rio sector. 


But the number of smugglers 
caught with weapons has re- 
cently increased in the area, 
and agents who normally 
hunt down criminals are tied 
up processing migrants. 


The uptick in migrants cross- 
ing is “purely a diversion 
tactic used by the cartels” to 
carry out crime, Skero said 
as a group of Haitians carry- 
ing young children emerged 
from a thicket of tall carrizo 





cane on the riverbank. 


Once in the U.S., Venezu- 
elans tend to fare better than 
other groups. In March, 
Biden granted ‘Temporary 
Protected Status to an esti- 
mated 320,000 Venezuelans. 
The designation allows peo- 
ple coming from countries 
ravaged by war or disaster to 
work legally in the U.S. and 
gives protection from depor- 
tation. 


While new arrivals don't 
qualify, Venezuelans request- 
ing asylum — as almost all 
do — tend to succeed, partly 
because the U.S. govern- 
ment corroborates reports 
of political repression. Only 
26% of asylum requests from 
Venezuelans have been de- 
nied this year, compared with 
an 80% rejection rate for 
asylum-seekers from poorer, 
violence-plagued countries 
in Central America, accord- 
ing to Syracuse University’s 
Transactional Records Access 
Clearinghouse. 


“I can write their asylum re- 
quests almost by heart,” said 
Jodi Goodwin, an immigra- 
tion attorney in Harlingen, 
Texas, who has represented 
over 100 Venezuelans. “These 
are higher-educated people 
who can advocate for them- 
selves and tell their story in 
a chronological, clean way 
that judges are accustomed to 


thinking.” 





Even Venezuelans facing de- 
portation have hope. The 
Trump administration broke 
diplomatic relations with 
Maduro when it recognized 
Juan Guaidó as Venezuela’s 
rightful leader in 2019. Air 
travel is suspended, even 
charter flights, making re- 
moval next to impossible. 


Meanwhile, as the migrants 
leave Del Rio to reconnect 
with loved ones in the U.S., 
they are confident that with 
sacrifice and hard work, 
they’ll get an opportunity de- 
nied them back home. 





Briceno said that if she had 
stayed in Venezuela, she 
would earn the equivalent 
of $50 a month — barely 
enough to scrape by. 


“The truth is,” says Briceno, 
hustling to catch a bus to 
Houston where her boy- 
friend landed a well-paying 
oil industry job, “it’s better to 
wash toilets here than being 
an engineer over there.” 
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California bans state travel to Florida, 4 other states 


(AP) — California added 
five more states, includ- 
ing Florida, to the list of 
places where state-funded 
travel is banned because 
of laws that discriminate 
against members of the 
LGBTQ community, the 
state attorney general an- 
nounced Monday. 


Democratic Attorney Gener- 
al Rob Bonta added Florida, 
Arkansas, Montana, North 
Dakota and West Virginia to 
the list that now has 17 states 
where state employee travel 
is forbidden except under 
limited circumstances. 


“Make no mistake: We're in 
the midst of an unprecedent- 
ed wave of bigotry and dis- 
crimination in this country 
— and the State of California 
is not going to support it,” 
Bonta said. 


Lawmakers in 2016 banned 
non-essential travel to states 
with laws that discriminate 
against lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people. The 
12 other states on the list are: 
Texas, Alabama, Idaho, Iowa, 


Oklahoma, South Carolina, 





South Dakota, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Kansas, 
Mississippi, Tennessee. 


The five states newly added 
to the list have introduced 
bills in their legislatures this 
year that prevent transgen- 
der women and girls from 
participating in school sports 
consistent with their gen- 
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der identity, block access to 
health care and allow the dis- 
crimination of the LGBTQ 
community, Bonta said. 


Florida, Montana, Arkan- 
sas, and West Virginia passed 
laws that prevent transgen- 
der women and girls from 
participating in school sports 
consistent with their gender 





identity. 


North Dakota signed into 
law a bill allowing certain 
publicly-funded student or- 
ganizations to restrict LG- 
BTQ students from joining 
without losing funding. 


Arkansas passed the first 
law in the nation to prohibit 


physicians from providing 
gender-affirming healthcare 
to transgender minors — re- 
gardless of the wishes of par- 
ents or whether a physician 
deems such care to be medi- 
cally necessary. 


These lawmakers “would 
rather demonize trans youth 
than focus on solving real 
issues like tackling gun vio- 
lence beating back this pan- 
demic and rebuilding our 
economy,” Bonta said. 


The state law has exemptions 
for some trips, such as travel 
needed to enforce California 
law and to honor contracts 
signed before the states were 
added to the list. Travel to 
conferences or out-of-state 
training are examples of trips 


that can be blocked. 





It’s unclear what effect Cali- 
fornia’s travel ban will have. 
Bonta did not have informa- 
tion about how many state 
agencies have stopped send- 
ing state employees to the 
states on the list or the fi- 
nancial impact of California’s 
travel ban on those states. 





Estranged Durst brother testifies: 'He'd like to murder me’ 


(AP) — The estranged 
brother of Robert Durst, 
the real estate heir on trial 
in his best friend’s slaying, 
reluctantly testified Mon- 
day that the two never got 
along and he feared his 
oldest sibling would kill 
him. 


“He'd like to murder me,” 
Douglas Durst bluntly told 
jurors in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court. 


Douglas Durst, chairman 
of one of New York’s larg- 
est commercial real estate 
firms, said he had not seen 
his brother in 20 years and 
they had not spoken since 
1999. He said Robert Durst 
was angry and bitter over an 
acrimonious inheritance set- 
tlement for tens of millions 


of dollars. 


Douglas Durst, chairman 
of the Durst Organization 
that owns some of Manhat- 
tan’s premier skyscrapers and 
2,500 apartments, said he and 
his brother had fought since 
they were children. 


“He treated me miserably,” 
Douglas Durst said. “He 
would fight with me at every 


chance. He would embarrass 


99 


me. 


Despite the bad blood, 
Douglas Durst said he was 
not happy to testify against 
his brother, who is on trial 
on charges of fatally shooting 
Susan Berman in 2000 at her 
Los Angeles home. He said 
he cooperated with prosecu- 
tors under threat of subpoe- 
na. 


“There are other places Pd 
much rather be,” he said. 


Prosecutors say Berman 
provided an alibi for Robert 
Durst after he killed his first 
wife, Kathie, in 1982 and that 
he silenced his friend to keep 
her from telling police what 
she knew about the disap- 
pearance. Robert Durst has 


pleaded not guilty. 


Kathie Durst had told Doug- 
las Durst she planned to seek 
a divorce from his brother, he 
testified. 


Douglas Durst said his broth- 
er told him that she had van- 


ished a couple of days after 
he put her on a train to New 
York City from their lakeside 
house in Westchester Coun- 
ty. Robert Durst said that was 
the last time he saw his wife. 


“His tone was very neu- 
tral,” Douglas Durst said. 
“There was no great anxiety 
in his tone. It seemed a little 
strange.” 


Kathie Durst has never been 
found, but she was declared 
legally dead. Robert Durst 
has long been considered a 





suspect in her death but has 
denied any involvement and 
has never been charged with 
a crime related to her disap- 
pearance. 


Douglas Durst, tan and wear- 
ing a crisp white shirt with 
French cuffs and a gray mask, 
cut a much different figure 
than his ailing brother. 


A pale Robert Durst, 78, with 
a shaven head that reveals a 
massive scar from removing 
fluid on his brain, was seated 
in a wheelchair and dressed 
in brown jail scrubs. 


Durst, who has bladder can- 
cer and several other mala- 
dies, stood up and addressed 
the judge to counter a sug- 
gestion by Deputy District 
Attorney John Lewin that he 
was seeking sympathy from 
jurors by displaying his urine 
bag. 


Durst said his head was 
shaved only because it was 
the only haircut he could get 
in jail. He said he wants a 
doctor to remove a catheter. 


“I am not seeking sympathy 
from the jury,” Durst said in 
a throaty voice. 
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Amish put faith in God's will and herd immunity over vaccine 
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(AP) - When health care 
leaders in the heart of 
Pennsylvania Dutch 
country began laying out 
a strategy to distribute 
COVID-19 vaccines, they 
knew it would be a tough 
sell with the Amish, who 
tend to be wary of preven- 
tive shots and government 
intervention. 


Early on, they posted flyers 
at farm supply stores and at 
auctions where the Amish 
sell handmade furniture and 
quilts. They sought advice 
from members of the deep- 
ly religious and conserva- 
tive sect, who told them not 
to be pushy. And they asked 
three newspapers widely read 
by the Amish to publish ads 
promoting the vaccine. Two 
refused. 


By May, two rural vaccination 
clinics had opened at a fire 
station and a social services 
center, both familiar places 
to the Amish in Lancaster 
County. During the first six 
weeks, 400 people showed 
up. Only 12 were Amish. 


The vaccination drive is lag- 
ging far behind in many 
Amish communities across 
the U.S. following a wave of 
virus outbreaks that swept 
through their churches and 
homes during the past year. 
In Ohio’s Holmes County, 
home to the nation’s largest 
concentration of Amish, just 
14% of the county’s overall 
population is fully vaccinat- 
ed. 


While their religious beliefs 
don’t forbid them to get vac- 
cines, the Amish are general- 
ly less likely to be vaccinated 


for preventable diseases such 
as measles and whooping 
cough. Though vaccine ac- 
ceptance varies by church 
district, the Amish often rely 
on family tradition and ad- 
vice from church leaders, and 
a core part of their Christian 
faith is accepting God’s will 
in times of illness or death. 


Many think they don’t need 
the COVID-19 vaccine now 
because they’ve already got- 
ten sick and believe their 
communities have reached 
herd immunity, according to 
health care providers in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Indiana, 
home to nearly two-thirds of 
the estimated 345,000 Amish 
in the U.S. 


“That's the No. 1 reason we 
hear,” said Alice Yoder, di- 
rector of community health 
at Lancaster General Health, 
a network of hospitals and 
clinics. 


Experts say the low vaccina- 
tion rates are a reflection of 
both the nature of the Amish 
and the general vaccine hesi- 
tancy found in many rural 
parts of the country. 


Because many Amish work 
and shop alongside their 
neighbors and hire them as 
drivers, they hear the skepti- 
cism, the worries about side 
effects and the misinforma- 
tion surrounding the vaccine 
from the “English,” or non- 
Amish, world around them 
even though they shun most 
modern conveniences. 


“They're not getting that 
from the media. They're not 
watching TV or reading it on 
the internet. They're getting 


it from their English neigh- 
bors,” said Donald Kraybill, a 
leading expert on the Amish. 
“In many ways, they are sim- 
ply reflecting rural America 
and the same attitudes.” 


In one case, an anti-vaccine 
group took out a full-page 
newspaper ad showing a 
smashed buggy with the 
words “Vaccines can have un- 
intended consequences.” 


Public health officials try- 
ing to combat the confusion 
and hesitancy have put up 
billboards where the Amish 
travel by horse and buggy, 
sent letters to bishops and of- 
fered to take the vaccines into 
their homes and workplaces, 
all without much success. 


“It's not due to lack of effort,” 
said Michael Derr, the health 
commissioner in Holmes 
County, Ohio. “But this thing 
is so politically charged.” 


Some health clinics that 
serve the Amish are hesitant 
to push the issue for fear of 
driving them away from get- 
ting blood pressure checks 
and routine exams. 


One local business and the 
organizers of a community 
event told the health depart- 
ment in Holmes County that 
it would no longer be wel- 
come if it brought the vac- 
cine to them, Derr said. 


Staff members at the Paro- 
chial Medical Center, which 
serves the Amish and Men- 
nonites in Pennsylvania’s 
Lancaster County, encourage 
patients to get the vaccine, 
but many have little fear of 
the virus, said Allen Hoover, 


the clinic’s administrator. 


“Most of them listen and are 
respectful, but you can tell 
before you're finished that 
they’ve already made up their 
mind,” he said. 


The clinic, he said, hardly 
sees any virus cases now after 
dealing with as many as five a 
day last fall. “I would suspect 
we've gained some kind of 
immunity. I know that’s up 
for debate, but I think that’s 
why we’re seeing only a spat- 
tering right now,” Hoover 
said. 


Relying on possible herd im- 
munity when little testing has 
taken place among the Amish 
is risky, said Esther Chernak, 
director of the Center for 
Public Health Readiness and 
Communication at Drexel 
University in Philadelphia. 


“It’s not a community living 
on an island, not interacting 
with other people,” she said. 
“They don’t have zero inter- 
action with the outside world, 
so they’re still exposed.” 


Also, how long someone re- 
mains immune after having 
COVID-19 isn’t clear, and 
many experts advise getting 
vaccinated because it brings a 
higher level of protection. 


Close to 180 million Ameri- 
cans — 54% of the popula- 
tion — have received at least 
one dose of a COVID-19 
vaccine. Experts say low vac- 
cination rates could allow the 
virus to mutate and make a 
comeback. 


During the first months of 
the pandemic, the Amish 
followed social distancing 
guidelines and stopped gath- 
ering for church and funerals, 
said Steven Nolt, a scholar at 
the Young Center for Ana- 
baptist and Pietist Studies at 
Elizabethtown College in 
Pennsylvania. 


But when non-Amish neigh- 
bors and local elected officials 
began pushing back against 
state and federal mandates, 
they resumed the gatherings, 
he said. What followed was a 
surge of outbreaks last sum- 
mer, Nolt said. 


Most now say they have al- 
ready had the virus and don’t 
see a need to get vaccinated, 
said Mark Raber, who is 
Amish and a member of a 
settlement in Daviess Coun- 
ty, Indiana, which has one of 
the state’s lowest vaccination 
rates. 


“As long as everything stays 
the same, I don’t think Pll get 
it,” he said. 


Changing those opinions will 
require building trusting re- 
lationships with the Amish, 
the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention said in a 
report looking at outbreaks in 
those communities last year. 


What won’t work, health care 
providers say, is bombarding 
the Amish with statistics and 
vaccine lotteries because of 
their general mistrust and re- 
jection of government help. 
The Amish don’t accept So- 
cial Security benefits. 


Trevor Thain, who owns 
Topeka Pharmacy in north- 
ern Indiana, where there are 
25,000 Amish, worked with 
the CDC on bridging com- 
munication gaps in LaGrange 
County, where just 18% of all 
residents are fully vaccinated. 


Since the vaccine became 
available, they’ve immunized 
4,200 people, perhaps only 20 
of them Amish, he said. 


A few weeks ago he put out 
flyers offering private ap- 
pointments or doses dis- 


pensed inside homes. Only a 
few Amish people respond- 
ed, Thain said, including one 
who came with a request: 
“Don’t tell my family.” 
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(AP) — Ethiopia’s govern- 
ment on Monday declared 
an immediate, unilateral 
cease-fire in its Tigray 
region after nearly eight 
months of deadly con- 
flict as Tigray forces oc- 
cupied the regional capi- 
tal, soldiers retreated and 
hundreds of thousands of 
people continue to face 
the world’s worst famine 
crisis in a decade. 





The cease-fire could calm a 
war that has destabilized Af- 
rica’s second most populous 
country and threatened to do 
the same in the wider Horn 
of Africa, where Ethiopia has 
been seen as a key security 
ally for the West. It comes 
as the country awaits the re- 
sults of national elections that 
Prime Minister Abiy Ahmed 
promoted as the centerpiece 
of reforms that won him the 
2019 Nobel Peace Prize. 





Abiy’s transformation from 
making peace to waging war 
has appalled many observers 
since the fighting in Tigray 
erupted in November. Since 
then, the world has struggled 
to access much of the region 
and investigate growing alle- 
gations of atrocities including 
gang rapes and forced starva- 
tion. Thousands of people in 
the region of 6 million have 


been killed. 


Ethiopia’s statement was car- 
ried by state media shortly 
after the Tigray interim ad- 
ministration, appointed by 


the federal government, fled 
the regional capital, Mekele, 
and called for a cease-fire on 
humanitarian grounds so that 
desperately needed aid can be 
delivered. 


U.N. Secretary-General An- 
tonio Guterres said in a state- 
ment that he had spoken with 
the prime minister and “I am 
hopeful that an effective ces- 
sation of hostilities will take 
place.” 





Meanwhile, Mekele residents 
cheered the return of Tigray 
forces for the first time since 
Ethiopian forces took the city 
in late November and Abty 
declared victory. The Tigray 
fighters, loyal to the former 
regional ruling party that for 
years dominated Ethiopia’s 
government before being 
sidelined by the new prime 
minister, undermined the 
declaration by waging a guer- 
rilla war in the region’s rough 
terrain. 


As Tigray forces occupied the 
airport and other key posi- 
tions in Mekele and broad- 
cast a message telling resi- 
dents to stop celebrating and 
go home, retreating Ethio- 
pian soldiers shot at students 
at Mekele University, killing 
two and wounding. three, 
said a nurse at Ayder hospi- 
tal, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity out of fear of 
retaliation.

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Ethiopia declares immediate, unilateral cease-fire in Tigray 


mer ruling Tigray People’s 
Liberation Front before the 
war, say they have been tar- 
geted harshly for suspected 
links with the Tigray fighters. 
Ethiopia has denied it. 


But Abty in an interview aired 
last week alarmed observers 
by recalling that aid to Tigray 
during Ethiopia’s devastating 
1980s famine had bolstered 
the Tigray fighters who even- 
tually overthrew the ruling 
regime. Such a thing will 
“never happen” now, he said. 


Monday’s cease-fire declara- 
tion signaled a new approach, 
at least for a while. 


The cease-fire “will enable 
farmers to till their land, 
aid groups to operate with- 
out any military movement 
around and engage with rem- 
nants (of Tigray’s former rul- 
ing party) who seek peace,” 
Ethiopia’s statement said, 
adding that efforts to bring 
Tigray’s former leaders “to 
justice” continue. 


Ethiopia said the cease-fire 
will last until the end of the 
crucial planting season in Ti- 
gray. The season’s end comes 
in September. The govern- 
ment ordered all federal and 
regional authorities to respect 
the cease-fire — crucial as 
authorities and fighters from 
the neighboring Amhara re- 
gion have been accused of 
atrocities in western Tigray. 


“The government has the re- 


sponsibility to find a political 
solution to the problem,” the 
head of the interim adminis- 
tration, Abraham Belay, said 
in calling for the cease-fire, 
adding that some elements 
within Tigray’s former ruling 
party are willing to engage 
with the federal government. 


There was no immediate 
comment from the Tigray 
fighters, with whom Ethiopia 
had rejected talks. And there 
was no immediate comment 
from neighboring Eritrea, 
whose soldiers have been ac- 
cused by Tigray residents of 
some of the worst atrocities 
in the war. 


“If Abiy has a genuine desire 
to find a political solution, 
first he has to undo the ter- 
rorist label against the elected 
government of Tigray,” said 
Desta Haileselassie Hagos, 
who leads efforts to compile 
a list of those killed in the 


war. Abiy also needs to order 
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the Eritrean soldiers to leave, 


he said. 


Tigray in recent days has seen 
some of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the conflict. Interna- 
tional pressure on Ethiopia 
spiked again last week after 
a military airstrike on a busy 
market killed more than 60 
people, and after Doctors 
Without Borders said three 
staffers had been murdered 
in a separate incident. 


Amid the upheaval on Mon- 
day, the United Nations chil- 
dren’s agency said Ethiopian 
soldiers entered its office in 
Mekele and dismantled satel- 
lite communications equip- 
ment, an act it said violated 
the world body’s immunity. 
UNICEF last week warned 
that at least 33,000 severely 
malnourished children face 
“imminent risk of death” 
without more aid reaching 
Tigray’s people. 





Hong Kong to ban passenger flights from UK to curb virus 


(AP) — Hong Kong says 
it will ban all passenger 
flights from the U.K. start- 
ing Thursday as it seeks 
to curb the spread of new 
variants of the coronavi- 
rus. 


It said in a statement Mon- 
day that the U.K. has been 
classified as “extremely high 
risk“ because of the “recent 
rebound of the epidemic 
situation in the U.K. and the 
widespread delta variant virus 
strain there.” 


More than 95% of COV- 
ID-19 cases in the U.K. are 
of the delta variant, which 
was first identified in India. 
Cases have spiked in recent 
weeks as British authorities 
have relaxed coronavirus re- 
strictions, allowing indoor 
gatherings and businesses 


including restaurants, cin- 
emas and gyms to reopen. 
Scientists say the delta variant 
is much more transmissible 
than previous versions of the 
coronavirus, although it is 
uncertain if it is more deadly. 


Under the classification, 
people who have stayed in 
the U.K. for more than two 
hours will be restricted from 
boarding passenger flights to 
Hong Kong. 


It is the second time that 
the Hong Kong government 
has banned flights from the 
U.K., following a restriction 
imposed last December. 


Dr. Julian Tang, a virologist 
at the University of Leices- 
ter who previously worked 
in Hong Kong, said the ban 
makes sense from a scientific 


point of view. 


“The U.K. has never been 
good at controlling the virus 
and overconfidence in the 
vaccine is likely now spur- 
ring this (latest) wave,” he 
said, adding it makes “perfect 
sense” for Hong Kong to ban 
travel from Britain. 


He said previous surges of 
COVID-19 in Hong Kong 
have been tiny and that ex- 
ported cases in a largely un- 
vaccinated population would 
be worrying. 


“They want to keep that Chi- 
nese territory as pristine as 
possible until they can per- 
suade people to get vacci- 
nated,” Tang said. “And that’s 
going to take a long time.” 
He estimated that countries 
need to have at least 80% of 


their populations immunized 
to stop the spread of the delta 
variant. 


The ban comes amid height- 
ened tensions between the 
U.K. and China over semi- 
autonomous Hong Kong, 
which was a British colony 
until it was handed over to 
China in 1997. 


The U.K. has criticized Chi- 
na for imposing a national 
security law on Hong Kong 
and tightening control over 
its media, saying Beijing is 
undermining the city's au- 
tonomy. 


The flight ban was triggered 
by a policy put in place by the 
government to prevent coro- 
navirus variants from spread- 
ing in Hong Kong. 


A suspension of passenger 
flights is imposed if five or 
more passengers arriving 
from one place test positive 
on arrival for a particular 
coronavirus variant, or a rel- 
evant virus mutation within a 
seven-day period. 


A ban is is also triggered if 
10 or more passengers from 
one place are confirmed to 
be infected with the corona- 
virus via any tests, including 
tests conducted during quar- 
antine, within a seven-day 
period. 


The U.K. reported more than 
22,000 new cases of the coro- 
navirus on Monday, while 
more than 66% of the popu- 
lation has received at least one 
dose of a COVID-19 vaccine. 
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(AP) — As the U.S. works on its 
military withdrawal from Af- 
ghanistan, members of the glob- 
al coalition fighting the Islamic 
State group met Monday to chart 
future steps against the extremist 


group. 


The meeting came just a day after the 
U.S. launched airstrikes against Iran- 
backed militias near the Iraq-Syria 


border 


U.S. Secretary of State Antony Blink- 
en and Italian Foreign Minister Luigi 
Di Maio co-chaired the gathering of 
senior officials from the seven-year- 
old, 83-member bloc. Participants 
were taking stock of current efforts 
to ensure the complete defeat of IS, 
whose remnants still pose a threat in 
Iraq and Syria and have shown signs 
of surging in parts of Africa. 


Amid significant other international 
priorities, including taming the coro- 
navirus pandemic and stepping up 
the fight against climate change, the 
coalition is hoping to stabilize areas 
liberated from IS, repatriate and hold

foreign fighters accountable for their 
actions and combat extremist mes- 


saging. 





Blinken and Di Maio urged represen- 
tatives of the 77 other countries and 
five organizations that make up the 
coalition not to drop their guard. 

“We must step up the action taken by 
the coalition, increasing the areas in 
which we can operate,” said Di Maio. 


Outside of Iraq and Syria, he said 
there was an “alarming” surge in IS 
activity, particularly in the Sahel, Mo- 
zambique and the Horn of Africa. 
He called for the coalition to create 
a special mechanism to deal with the 
threat in Africa. 


Blinken noted that despite their de- 
feat, IS elements in Iraq and Syria 
“still aspire to conduct large-scale at- 
tacks.” 


“Together, we must stay as commit- 
ted to our stabilization goals as we did 
to our military campaign that resulted 
in victory on the battlefield,” he said. 
Blinken announced a new U.S. con- 


tribution of $436 million to assist dis- 
placed people in Syria and surround- 
ing countries and called for a new 
effort to repatriate — and rehabilitate 
or prosecute — some 10,000 IS fight- 
ers who remain imprisoned by the 
Syrian Defense Forces. 


“This situation is simply untenable,” 
Blinken said. “It just can’t persist in- 
definitely.” However, no countries 
present made any new commitment 
to repatriating their citizens and it 
was unclear if the number of detain- 
ees could be reduced in any signifi- 
cant way in the near-term. 


Blinken also announced sanctions 
against Ousmane Illiassou Djibo, a 
native of Niger, who is a key leader 
of the Islamic State affiliate in the 
greater Sahara. Djibo was designated 
a global terrorist, meaning that any 
of his U.S. are frozen and Americans 
are barred from any transactions with 
him. 


In addition to the meeting on IS, 
foreign ministers of countries con- 
cerned about the broader conflict in 
Syria met in Rome ahead of a critical 
U.N. vote on whether to maintain a 
humanitarian aid corridor from Tur- 
key. Russia has resisted reauthorizing 
the channel amid stalled peace talks 
between the Syrian government and 
rebel groups. 


Two senior U.S. officials said Blink- 
en told the Syria conference that the 
U.S. believes the corridor must be 
reauthorized and expanded to pre- 
vent more deaths. The officials, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they weren’t authorized to 
publicly discuss the private diplomat- 
ic conversations, said Blinken made 
clear that any U.S.-Russia coopera- 
tion on Syria would be dependent on 
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Moscow agreeing to the extension. 
Russia, however, wasn’t present at the 
meeting. 


Last week, the U.N. special envoy 
for Syria, Geir Pederson, said there 
were worrying signs that the Islamic 
State may be getting stronger in the 
country and called for a boost in co- 
operation to counter it. Pederson has 
also joined calls for new international 
talks on ending Syria’s civil war. 


Since the Syrian conflict erupted in 
March 2011, numerous high-level 
gatherings aimed at ending the fight- 
ing and guiding the country to a 
political transition have failed. The 
U.N., U.S., Russia and many other 
countries support a 2015 Security 
Council resolution endorsing a road 
map to peace in Syria that calls for a 
new constitution followed by U.N.- 
supervised elections. 


Blinken, who also met with Italian 
Prime Minister Mario Draghi and 
President Sergio Mattarella on Mon- 
day, hailed the state of U.S.-European 
relations, noting that Italy, France and 
Germany — the three countries he 
visited on his current European tour 
— are the only members of NATO, 
the Group of Seven and the Euro- 
pean Union. 


“We share a deep commitment to 
promoting democracy and human 
rights,” he said. “We see the same big 
challenges on the horizon. And we 
recognize that we can’t tackle them 
alone.” 





Blinken and Di Maio downplayed 
differences between the U.S. and 
Italy over China, saying there was 
an increasing awareness of the com- 
plexities and dangers of dealing with 
Beijing. 





Moscow court rejects appeal from imprisoned American 


(AP) — A Moscow court on Monday 
rejected an imprisoned American’s 
appeal against his nine-year sentence 
for assaulting police officers. 


The Moscow City Court upheld the 
sentence issued last year by a lower 
court, which convicted Trevor Reed 
for an altercation in August 2019 in 
Moscow, where he was studying Rus- 
sian and visiting his girlfriend. 


“I regret that the appellate court has 
not corrected this gross injustice, but 
it does not in any way affect the se- 
riousness with which I and the U.S. 
government will continue to pursue 
this matter for Trevor to get him re- 
leased so that he can go home and be 
with his family,” U.S. Ambassador 
John Sullivan told reporters outside 
the court after attending the hearing. 


Reed was accused of assaulting po- 
lice officers who were driving him 


to a police station after picking him 
up following a night of heavy drink- 
ing at a party. The United States has 
sought his release, saying the evi- 
dence against him was weak. 


Asked about Reed in a recent in- 
terview with NBC News, Russian 
President Vladimir Putin called him 
a “drunk and a troublemaker.” 


Reed was diagnosed with COVID-19 
in May. Earlier this month, the U.S. 
Embassy protested the lack of consul- 
ar access to him during his hospital- 
ization and said he had been repeat- 
edly denied phone calls to his family 
or embassy personnel. 





“My colleagues and I were able to 
speak with Trevor today,” Sullivan 
said after the court hearing. “He is 
doing as well as can be expected un- 
der the circumstance. He’s a remark- 
able and resilient young man.” 





Reed is one of two Americans impris- 
oned in Russia under controversial 
circumstances. Paul Whelan, a for- 
mer corporate security executive who 
also holds Canadian, Irish and British 
citizenship, was arrested in Moscow 
in 2018, convicted of espionage and 
sentenced to 16 years. His lawyer 
has said his client was handed a flash 
drive that had classified information 
on it that he didn’t know about. 


U.S. President Joe Biden said Whelan 
and Reed are being “wrongfully im- 
prisoned” in Russia and raised their 
plight with Putin at their summit in 
Geneva earlier this month. 


Putin had opened the door to possi- 
ble discussions about a prisoner swap 
with the U.S. and said those conver- 
sations would continue. Biden said 
he would follow up too. 


The U.S. is holding two prisoners 
whose release Russia has sought for 
more than a decade, including arms 
trader Viktor Bout. The other is Kon- 
stantin Yaroshenko, a pilot who was 
extradited from Liberia in 2010 and 
convicted the next year of conspiracy 
to smuggle cocaine into the U.S. 





Sullivan returned to Moscow only 
last week. He flew out in April after 
Russian officials suggested that he 
should leave to mirror the departure 
of the Russian ambassador in Wash- 
ington, whom Moscow recalled for 
consultations after Biden described 
Putin as a “killer” in March. 


During the Geneva summit, Putin 
and Biden agreed to return the am- 
bassadors to Washington and Mos- 
cow in a bid to improve badly dete- 
riorated diplomatic relations between 
the countries. 
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Morata scores as Spain beats Croatia 5-3 in extra time 


(AP) — Spain first gifted 
Croatia a bizarre own- 
goal, then threw away a 
late 3-1 lead. Alvaro Mo- 
rata made sure it didn’t 
matter in the end. 


Morata and Mikel Oyarzabal 
scored in extra time Mon- 
day to give Spain a 5-3 win 
over Croatia and a place in 
the European Championship 
quarterfinals after a wildly 
entertaining see-saw match 
at Parken Stadium. 


It was the second-highest 
scoring game in the history 
of the European Champion- 
ship, trailing only Yugosla- 
via’s 5-4 win over France in 
the opening game of the in- 
augural tournament in 1960. 


And it had nearly as many 
momentum shifts as goals. 


After Croatia midfielder Ma- 
rio Pasalic equalized in injury 
time to cap an improbable 
late comeback, the much- 
maligned Morata scored 
what proved the winner in 
the 100th minute. 


The Spain striker controlled 
a cross with one deft touch 





and then sent a rising shot 
past goalkeeper Dominik Li- 
vakovic for his second goal of 
the tournament. 


Oyarzabal doubled the lead 


three minutes later. 


Morata had received a torrent 
of online abuse — including 
death threats — after a string 
of misses during the group 


stage. But his fierce finish 
from a tight angle proved de- 
cisive on Monday. 


Spain had led 3-1 in the 85th 
minute but Mislav Orsic 
pulled one back after a goal- 
mouth scramble and Pasalic 
equalized with a header in 
Injury time. 


Spain had dominated the first 


20 minutes but goalkeeper 
Unai Simon was at fault for 
his team's early deficit after 
a massive blunder when he 
failed to control a long back 
pass. The ball bounced over 
Simon’s foot and trickled 
into the net behind him. 


“We know that’s football and 
that those things happen,” 
Spain captain Sergio Bus- 


quets said. “The most impor- 
tant thing is to pick yourself 
up and show a strong men- 
tality. And I think both Unai 
and the whole team did that 
today.” 


Spain quickly recovered and 
Pablo Sarabia equalized in the 
38th. Right back Cesar Azpi- 
licueta then made it 2-1 with 
a header in the 57th and Fer- 
ran Torres doubled the lead 
when he finished off a quick 
counterattack with a low shot 
past Livakovic in the 77th. 


Croatia’s late surge allowed 
both Simon and Morata to 
redeem themselves. 


The goalkeeper made a cru- 
cial save to deny Andrej Kra- 
maric at the start of extra time, 
then got up and punched the 
air in celebration before Mo- 
rata put in the winning goal. 


“We have complete confi- 
dence in (Simon),” Busquets 
said. “He was unlucky with 
that own-goal but Unai has a 
very laid-back mentality. He’s 
very ambitious at the same 
time and I think he showed 
that with his reaction, and 
with the saves he made.” 





Euro 2020 elimination caps lackluster season for Ronaldo 


(AP) — Cristiano Ron- 
aldo was slowly walking 
off the field when Romelu 
Lulaku came over to give 
him a hug. 


The two embraced for a 
few moments, with Lukaku 
speaking into the Portugal 
greats ear. Ronaldo politely 
thanked him, but quickly 
made his way back to the 
tunnel. 


He wasn’t in much of a chat- 
ting mood. 


While Lukaku was moving 
on to the European Cham- 
pionship quarterfinals with 
Belgium, Ronaldo was head- 
ing home after a disappoint- 
ing end to his tournament — 
and to his season. 


There was no repeat Europe- 
an title. There was no world 
scoring record. And there 
probably won’t be a player of 
the year award, either. 


The 36-year-old Ronaldo 
capped a lackluster season 
in Portugal’s 1-0 loss to Bel- 
gium in the round of 16 at 
Euro 2020 on Sunday. 


Even though he scored more 
than 40 goals with his club 
and his country, his numbers 
were far from impressive by 
his standards. He failed to 
win the Italian league with 
Juventus, where his future 
remains uncertain with his 
contract ending next year. 
His only titles in 2021 came 
in the Italian Cup and the 
Italian Super Cup. 


Ronaldo got off to a fantastic 
start at Euro 2020, though, 
scoring five goals in the first 
three matches to move level 
with former Iran striker Ali 


Daei as the men’s all-time 
top scorer with 109 goals. 


If he kept scoring, and if 
Portugal stayed on track for 
another title, he could have 
been back in the conversation 
for player of the year. 


It didn’t happen. 


Ronaldo threw his captain’s 
armband to the ground after 
the final whistle against Bel- 
gium, then was one of the 
first to walk off. Portugal had 
several chances throughout 
the match at La Cartuja Sta- 


dium in Seville, but Ronaldo 
himself wasn’t much of a 
threat. He had a few chances 
off free kicks in each half, 
and with a shot from inside 
the area near the end of the 
match: 


Ronaldo was backed by a 
talented Portugal squad that 
included Bernardo Silva, 
Bruno Fernandes and Diogo 
Jota, among others. But they 
also faltered in attack on Sun- 
day, and Thorgan Hazard’s 
first-half goal ended up being 
enough to send Belgium to 
the quarterfinals. 





Portugal lost at the same stage 
at the 2018 World Cup, two 
years after winning its first 
major title at Euro 2016. The 
team’s other triumph was 
winning the inaugural Na- 
tions League in 2019. 


“It’s a big disappointment 
for us because we believed 
we could win, like we did in 
2016,” Portugal coach Fer- 
nando Santos said. “But there 
are things to look forward to. 
In 2018, we were eliminated 
as well but then in 2019 we 
won the Nations League. 
Now we will try to win the 
World Cup (in 2022).” 





Ronaldo will be 37 by then, 
and most likely will already 
have broken the international 
scoring record. 


For now, he could still take 
solace from having a chance 
to finish as the top scorer at 
Euro 2020. He remains the 
tournament’s leading scorer 
with five goals, one more 
than Patrick Schick of the 
Czech Republic, who has ad- 
vanced to the quarterfinals. 
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He's running a race in another place..."

Welcome back, Wimbledon: Slam returns to 
rain, fans, upsets

(AP) — Shortly after 1:30 
p.m. on Monday, two years 
minus two weeks from the 
last time a meaningful 
match was played at Wim- 
bledon, a voice blared over 
the loudspeakers: “Good 
afternoon and welcome to 
Centre Court.” 


Then came an announce- 
ment welcoming “special 
guests in the Royal Box,” in- 
cluding a woman who devel- 
oped one of the COVID-19 
vaccines, prompting the first 
of the day’s several stand- 
ing ovations from spectators. 
And, eventually, came the 
words, “We’ve waited awhile 
for this,” before the intro- 
duction of Novak Djokovic 
and the opponent he would 
go on to beat 4-6, 6-1, 6-2, 
6-2 with the help of 25 aces, 
Jack Draper, a 19-year-old 
wild-card entry from Eng- 
land ranked 253rd. 


It was, in some respects, as if 
Wimbledon had never left, 
as if the All England Club 
hadn’t decided to cancel the 
oldest Grand Slam tourna- 
ment for the first time since 
World War II a year ago be- 
cause of the pandemic. There 
was raucous cheering from 
the stands. There was rain 
— so much rain that play on 
courts without a roof was de- 
layed more than 4 1/2 hours 
and at least 20 matches were 
postponed until Tuesday. 


And there was tennis — and 
reminders of how sports are 
unpredictable and can bring 
such joy and disappointment. 
A pair of Americans picked 
up the most newsworthy vic- 
tories: Frances Tiafoe elimi- 
nated French Open runner- 
up and No. 3 seed Stefanos 
Tsitsipas 6-4, 6-4, 6-3, while 
2017 U.S. Open champion 
Sloane Stephens beat two- 
time Wimbledon winner and 
No. 10 seed Petra Kvitova 
6-3, 6-4. 


Tiafoe had been 0-11 against 





opponents ranked in the Top 
oF 


“That guy is special. He’s go- 
ing to do a lot of great things, 
win a ton of Grand Slams,” 
Tiafoe said about ‘Tsitsipas, 
then broke into a wide smile 
and added: “But not today.” 


He and Stephens are among 
34 Americans in the singles 
brackets (21 women, 13 
men), the most at Wimble- 
don since there were 35 in 
1998. Others who won on 
Day 1 included qualifier De- 
nis Kudla, who knocked off 
No. 30 Alejandro Davidov- 
ich Fokina 5-7, 6-4, 7-6 (4), 
6-3, 6-3; 2020 Australian 
Open champion Sofia Kenin, 
2017 U.S. Open runner-up 
Madison Keys, Danielle Col- 
lins and Lauren Davis. 








Other seeded men who lost: 
No. 19 Jannik Sinner of Italy 
and No. 27 Reilly Opelka of 
the U.S. 


“Not playing last year was 
very, very disappointing, and 
1t feels a little bit weird that 
there was such a big gap in 
between grass seasons. But 
to have a crowd and the size 
of the crowd that we had to- 
day — I, at one point, felt like 
it was back to normal,” said 
No. 23 Keys, who beat Brit- 
ish qualifier Katie Swan 6-3, 
6-4 without facing a break 
point. 


“It was just very, very nice to 
be back in a situation where 
you felt an amazing crowd,” 
Keys said, “even if they were 
cheering, obviously, for my 
opponent and wanted her 
to win. It was just so nice to 
have energy and people who 
are excited to watch tennis.” 


The coronavirus still looms 
over the event. 


Fans must wear masks 
around the grounds (al- 
though not while watching a 
match) and show proof they 


either are fully vaccinated or 
had COVID-19 in the past 
six months. All players and 
their entourages have to stay 
at one London hotel, where 
they take regular tests and are 
subject to contact tracing. 


Britain’s only seeded woman 
in singles, No. 27 Johanna 
Konta, was forced to with- 
draw Sunday night because 
she must self-isolate for 10 
days after one of her team 
members tested positive for 


COVID-19. 


The top-seeded Djokovic 
got off to a slow start in his 
bid for a record-tying 20th 
Grand Slam title and sixth at 
Wimbledon. 


It would have been so easy 
— so understandable, even 
— for Draper to be fazed 
by the moment and the op- 
ponent, the setting and the 
stakes, right away. This was 
his Grand Slam main draw 
debut, after all. But he stole 
the first break to lead 2-1 and 
wound up taking that set by 
saving 7 of 7 break points. 


Djokovic took two tumbles 
onto his backside in the first 
set, losing his footing on the 
slick grass behind the base- 
line. This was his first com- 
petitive singles match on the 
surface since edging Roger 
Federer in the 2019 final. 


“To be honest, I don’t recall 
falling this many times on the 
court,” Djokovic said with a 
laugh. “Well, quite slippery, 
whether it’s because the roof 
is closed or it was raining 
quite a lot the last few days, I 
don’t know.” 


A 125 mph service winner 
gave Draper the opening set 
after 37 minutes. He shook 
his racket, then pumped his 
right fist. 


The crowd roared. 


And two hours later, it was all 
over. 


Djokovic cleaned up his act 
considerably, going from just 
six winners and nine un- 
forced errors in the opening 
set to a combined 41 winners 
and 15 unforced errors the 
rest of the way. 


“Pm really glad,” he said, 
speaking for many, “that the 
sport 1s back.”
